Inquiry Report 
A serious question has arisen in this case as to 
whether the arrest and detention of the 
Complainant/Mr. Jose Octavio Rodrigues by Panaji 
Police was justified in the facts and the 
circumstances of this case . 

2. On the basis of the complaint dated 
29-06-2013 filed by Ms.Jessica M.Rodrigues before 
the Panaji Police Station , the Panaji Police registered 
an offence vide Cr. No. 262/2013 under Section 379 
of Indian Penal Code against the Complainant. The 
said complaint is reproduced below for the sake of 
convenience . 


The xerox copy of the complaint is on record . 
This Commission has compared the xerox copy with 
the original complaint. A bare perusal of the said 
complaint indicates that there are additions and 
corrections to the said original complaint. The said 
additions and corrections have not been 
authenticated by the author of the complaint . In 
the subject of the complaint, the word " robbery " 
has been replaced by word “ theft " . The word 
" stolen " has been scored off . In the body of the 
complaint there are additions on the first line and 
the fourth line . It is not known as to who had made 
those additions and corrections.

There can be no 
two opinions that it is within the power of Police 
Officer to arrest any person for having committed 
a cognizable offence . But then , it is also settled 
law that it is not necessary to arrest a person in all 
cases merely because a cognizable offence is 
alleged to have been committed .

Advocate Shri V. Sardessai 
submitted that the Respondent No.1 had acted at 
the instruction of the Respondents and that the 
Respondent No. 1 should not be held solely 
responsible . The Learned Adv . Mrs. Harsha Naik 
submitted that the Respondent No.5 should not be 
held responsible for the alleged illegal arrest . 

6. In order to determine as to whether there 
were compelling circumstances to the police to 
arrest and detain the Complainant/ Shri Jose 
Octavio Rodrigues , it would be convenient to look 
into the complaint filed by Mrs. Jessica M. 
Rodrigues . The subject of the complaint has been 
described as “ theft of zinc sheet in our premises ” . 
In the body of the entire complaint there is no 
mention about the theft of zinc sheet or any object 
belonging to the said Mrs.Jessica M.Rodrigues. In 
the complaint it is alleged that "Mr. Octavio 
Rodrigues , resident of H. N. 54/11 , Near Hotel 


8. In the case of Joginder Kumar v / s State 
reported in ( 1994 ) 4 Supreme Court Cases 260 , the 
Apex Court considered the dynamics of misuse of 
police power of arrest and opined as follows: 

"No arrest can be made because it is law ful for 
the Police Officer to do so . The existence of the 
power of arrest is one thing . The justification for 
the exercise of it is quiet another .... No arrest 
should be made without a reasonable satisfaction 
reached after some investigation about the 
genuineness and bonafides of a complaint and a 
reasonable belief both as to person s complicity 
and even so as to the need to effect arrest. Denying 
a person his liberty is a serious matter" . 

9. In this particular case before us the offence 
alleged against the Complainant is trivial in nature . 
It is not the case of the police that the Complainant 
was a professional thief likely to abscond or evade 
process of law if not arrested . It may be noted that 
the Complainant is a senior citizen and is 73 years 
old . Admittedly , the Complainant and the said 
Jessica Rodrigues are the co -owners of the said 
house and there is Inventory Proceeding pending 
before the Senior Division , Panaji Goa (Inventory 
Proceeding No.2 / 1998 / A ) for partition of the house .

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thereof by a public servant, it may recommend to 
the concerned Government or Authority 

(i) to make payment of compensation or damages 
to the Complainant or to the victim or the members 
of his family as the Commission may consider 
necessary. 

18. In the case of D. K. Basu v /s State of Bengal 
( Supra ), it has been observed as follows: 

“ it is well accepted proposition in most of the 
jurisdiction , that monetary or pecuniary 
compensation is an appropriate and indeed an 
effective and sometimes perhaps the only suitable 
remedy for redressal of the established 
infringement of the fundamental right to life of a 
citizen by a public servant and the State is 
vicariously liable for their acts " . 


15. On the basis of the material on record , we 
are satisfied that the arrest and detention of the 
Complainant/Shri Jose Octavio Rodrigues is wholly 
unjustified . The conduct of Respondent No.1, 2 and 
5 smacks of malafide. It appears that the 
Complainant was arrested with ulterior motives . 
The records indicate that the fundamental rights 
and human rights of the Complainant have been 
violated . 


16. In the case of D. K. Basu v /s State of Bengal 
reported in AIR 1997 Supreme Court 610 , the Apex 
Court has observed as follows: 


“ Fundamental rights occupy a place of pride in 
the Indian Constitution . Article - 21 provides " No 
person shall be deprived of his life or personal 
liberty except according to procedure established 
by law " Personal liberty , thus , is a secrete and 
cherished right under the Constitution . The 
expression " life or personal liberty " has been held 
to include the right to live with human dignity 
and thus it would also include within itself a 
guarantee against torture and assault by the State 
or its functionaries . Article - 22 guarantees 
protection against the arrest and detention in 
certain cases and declares that no person who is 
arrested shall be detained in custody withoutbeing 
informed of the grounds of such arrest and shall 
not be denied right to consult and defend himself 
by legal Practitioner of his choice " ..... 


19. The records of this case indicate in clear 
terms that the Complainant had to suffer mental 
torture as well as physical discomfort without any 
fault on his part on account of high - handedness of 
the police who have apparently misused their 
powers by curtailing the liberty of the Complainant 
without any justification . Besides, he had to incur 
unnecessary expenditure for obtaining bail as his 
bailwas opposed tooth and nail. We are therefore 
satisfied that this is a fit case to award appropriate 
monetary compensation to the Complainant by the 
State Government. 

19. We therefore recommend that the State of 
Goa through its Chief Secretary shall pay an amount 
of Rs.30,000 /- (Rupees thirty thousand only ) to the 
Complainant as compensation within a period of 
30 days . It shall be open to the State Government 
to recover the amount of compensation from the 
erring officials after fixing responsibility .
